Urge $76 
Pay Hike

WASHINGTON.—Defense 
has announced a plan to boost 
the pay of military medical 
and dental officers up to $76 
a month. 


The doctor-dentist “incen- 
tive” measure sent to Congress this 
week is the one President Eisen- 
hower endorsed in his State of 
the Union message. Military offi- 
cials here said something similar 
probably will be recommended for 
nurses. 

This week’s incentive measure 
omits the special annual bonus, 
ranging from $600-$1800 per year, 
the Pentagon originally hoped to 
include in the plan. The Budget 
Bureau killed the bonus, reportedly 
because it felt that it would owe 
lish a bonus precedent for other 
groups of government workers. 
The bonus the Pentagon peer | 
wanted would have cost about 
million a year. 

As sent to Congress this week, 
the measure (1) longev- 
ity. pay credit for the four post- 
graduate years spent in medical 
and dental ogee ver as!

Engineers’ New Airborne

FORT BELVOIR, Va. — An air- 
berne crane, capable of lifting 
more than its own weight, has been 
developed by the Corps of. Engin- 
eers’ Research and Development 
Laboratories and the Wayne Shovel 
and Orane Division ef the Ameri- 
ean Steel Dredge Co., Fort Wayne, 
Ind., now American Steel Dredge 
Division of American Hoist and 
Derrick Co. 


The unit, which weighs 14,700' 


pounds, is designed to lift nine 
tons at a 10-foot radius with out- 
- Yiggers. Without outriggers, it has 
a capacity of seven tons at the same 
radius.

84th Congress is back. Ready, we hope, to giye-as 
sympathetic an ear to service problems as it did Jast 
session. 

Although great progress was made last year, progress 
which has been reflected in an upturn to sagging reenlistment 
rates, much still remains to be done. _ 

It would be unfortunate if the new session ended without 
passage of these important service bills: 
® Survivor Benefits: It is appreciated that Senate Finance 
committee—which last year promised action on this. House- 
passed bill the “first thing” this year—has some pressing 
things to clear away first. 

But this is a pressing matter, too; the committee staff 
has had a chance to study the bill during the recess and the 
bill got most careful consideration in the House. Therefore, 
the bill shouldn’t take long to handle. And, therefore again, 
there is little reason for delay. 
© Dependents’ Medical Care: This has been long, long pend- 
ing. House Armed Services committee has promised early 
consideration. The bill will pose some knotty . But 
those problems must be faced up to and 1956, we trust, will 
be the year in which Congress completes the job. 
® Substandard Quarters: If Congress wants to boost the 
morale of a sizable group of service families, it can end the 
situation under which they ‘surrender all their rental allow- 
ances in exchange for a shack or half a quonset hut. Maybe 
the bill needs tightening, to end legislators’ misgivings about 
what would be substandard and what wouldn't. 

The bill is pretty tight as it is, The President himself is to 
prescribe the regulations under which houses are 
“substandard.” And Defense told Congress that quarters it 
would classify as substandard involve only $e million in 
rental allowances. Moreover, in paying out this additional 
sum, the’ services estimate they'll take back $25*million in 
rents. Thus the net cost to the government Would be but $15 
million. _-- : 
© Housing generally. Defense will be up seon with a new 
public works bill. We hope Congress may: persuade some of 
the budget-trimmers to release money Congress already has 
voted for public housing so that, despite Wherry and Cape- 
hart bills—even though the latter also is likely to be expanded 
and extended—an orderly program of public housing can go 
ahead. ; 
® Forgiveness bills: Two important measures are iriyolved. 
One would permit those who got reenlistment bonuses onthe 
basis of a first or second reenlistment which the Comptroller 
General said should be counted as a second or third shipover 
to keep the extra money..The other would allow men who 
served on the Great Lakes to keep the sea pay. the Comptroller 
said was illegally paid to them, . 
® Justice: The “bugs” which four and one-half years of 
operation under the Uniform Code of Military Justice have 
shown to exist, should be ironed out. The JAGs and the 
civilian judges of the Court of Military Appeals have agreed 
upon a series of changes which will-remove some of the pres- 
sure for sweeping—and unwise—revisions. 
© Retirement, Separation: Certainly the bills extending the 
right to retire in highest temporary grade and providing 
readjustment pay for separated Reservists both deserve con- 
gressional attention. The latter already has been reported to 
the House. 

There are other bills which should be considered before 
Congress goes home. Defense and the House have done a 
monumental job in codifying all military laws. The Senate 
should complete the project. 

And enlisted men should get their current subsistence 
and quarters allowances when they are paid for accrued leave. 
Now they get an arbitrary $1.95, just because those were the 
rates when the Armed Forces Leave Act was written. This 
discrimination should not continue beyond this session. 

All this adds up to a substantial package, but one which 
will make the services much more attractive, one which is 
bly costly, and one which is well within the

Wives of Career? 


Any sales-person will quickly in- 
form you that the American 
woman is responsible for 80% of 
the purchases made in the States. 
That is to say that she is the in- 
fluencing factor back of each sale. 

Our women don’t stop with pur- 
chases. Few soldiers can be 
on the idea of reenlisting if their 
wife says, NO! Many of the wives, 
sweethearts and parents are say- 
ing—NO! 

It is up to the military service to 
change the NO of these depend- 
ents to YES. 

This can only be accomplished 
by getting down to cases with the 
influential female. The following 
outline could be used to arrive at 
the objective quickly and with a 


‘minimum burden on the command- 


ing officers concerned: 

It would be necessary to appoint 
a central skeleton force to dissem- 
inate the information and coordi- 
nate the activities associated with 
this plan. Sort of like a coat and 
hat rack to build and coordinate 
our action. Probably one officer 
per regiment would be adequate 
with one non-commissioned officer 
per battalion to assist. Supervision 
and inspection would be unneces- 
sary since the volume of reenlist- 
ments would indicate whether the 
program was being handled well. 

@At an initial meeting the wives 
of the enlisted personnel would be 
assembled. Since it is not possible 
to order the ladies to attend and 
since any indication of force would 
probably result in the failure of 
our program at the outset, it is ob- 
vious that each regiment and sep- 
arate bye must resort to sub- 
terfuge initially 

It is difficult to. offer one solu- 
tion for all instances, but each. 
headquarters should be able to 
furnish a tentative plan to guide 
personnel in this direction.

Again: No Change 


THERE WILL be no change in 
the Army’s position relative to 
conversion of Ready Reserve units. 

The deactivation of certain no 
longer: needed types of units, and 
the consequent loss to some senior 
field grade officers of drill pay has 
been vigorously opposed by the Re- 
serve Officers Association. 

The other day the situation was 
reviewed to me by a high-ranking 
Pentagon official along the fol- 
lowing lines: 

Before Jan. 1, 1955 only one-half 
of the required number of USAR 
units were organized. Of the units 
in being on that date, some were 
of a type for which the Army no 
longer has use or were in num 
bers excess to its foreseeable use 
within the time span of M-day plus 
six nths. ? 

The conversion caused the de- 
activation of some surplus units, 
but actually activated more un'ts 
of a different type. This in turn 
created more paid training spaces 
for younger officers. 

Unfortunately, some of the older 
officers did lose their paid drill 
status, but not the chance to carn 
retirement credit. In the over all 
picture only a small number of 
these officers were reassignable 

In certain localities the lack of 
unit vacancies prevented this. 
Available officers living in distant 
places could not be assigned to 
these spots. 

Many of the displaced officers 
look upon their drill pay as “part 
time employment,” in that this 
money amounts to 48 days’ pay for 
the year. No one likes to lose any 
part of. his income. But as my 
source pointed out, the needs of 
national defense as planned by 
professionals must take prwwrity 
over the monetary loss to the indi 
vidual. 

It was also explained chat the 
USAR has for a considerable time 
had an overage of senior field grade 
Reserve officers. Percentagewise, 
the number above requirements has 
not changed much as 4 result of 
the new troop basis.

Deputy Needed 


ONE OF THE MAIN problems in 
the Reserve program, administra. 
tion-wise, that is, is that it has no 
operational or administrative con- 
trol at the Department of the Army 
level, as does the National Guard. 

The result is that many DA 
‘policies—which are good in them- 
selves—do not become operational 
at the grass-roots level on the 
basis the Army desires. There are 
too many interpretations of the 
same policies. 

The answer is simple. The mili- 
tary man picked to run the: Re- 
serve program should be the best 
the Army has to offer and he 
should be designated a Deputy 
Chief of Staff. The Air Force recog- 
nized the validity of this by mak- 
ing its top Reserve chief an ‘As- 
sistant Chief of Staff for Reserve 
Forces. So did the Navy when ‘it 
designated its Reserve leader an 
Assistant Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. 

The Army, with the biggest slice 

of the Reserve forces, has been 
‘contented to tag its top Reserve 
man. as a Special Assistant to the 
Chief of Staff for Reserve Com- 
ponents. The operating chief is 
tagged Chief of Army Reserve aad 
ROTC Affairs.

“If you can get action into your 
picture. you've got it made.” 

This is a rather common state- 
ment around most newspaper 
darkrooms, and for a very good 
reason Action shots speak ‘for 
themselves and have strong pull- 
ing power. They are dramatic 
and pack a lot of meaning into a 
small space. 

Contrary to popular belief, they 
are not too hard to make, and with 
a little practice and the applica- 
tion of some basic technique, you 
will be able to make action shots 
as good.as the best of them. 

You might not have known it, 
but it’s possible photographically 
to stop anything -that moves. 
Whether .or not you might always 
want to is another question, but 
the physical photographic ability 
to do it is there. 

The reason I say you 


might 
. net want to stop all the action is 


because something that is step- 
ped dead cold might look posed. 
It’s, quite possible you might 


, want to get a little blur into your 


picture to create the feeling of 
motion. You don’t have to blur 
the whole shot. A blurred hand 
or foot gives a feeling of move- 
ment, and of course a strongly 
blurred car or horse gives the 
impression of tremendous speed. 

One very effective way to use 
“blur” is to have the subject 
blurred. slightly, with the. -back- 
ground sharp and still. This dif- 
ference between the blur of. the 
sibject and the sharp background 
will create a feeling of motion. 
If you decide to stop the action 
then you have several ways to do 
that. The most popular method 
is to use a high shutter>speed, 
With a fast shutter you will have 
overall sharpness with no blur. If 
your subject is leaping over @ 
hurdle or is off the ground; you 
will have a feeling of niovement. 
If your camera has a shutter speed 
of 1/250 sec., you can stop most 
action with slower speeds, depend- 
ing om the distance the action is 
from the camera or at what angle 
it’s moving. 

The closer the action to the 
camera the faster you will have 
te sheot. For instance, if you 
shoot a person walking fairly 
fast 25 feet away from the cam-

Establishment of the new com- 
mand was directed by Maj Gen.

Gen. Creasy had sought advice from

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It’s Nick 


Rasputin 


By Lt. W. R. THOMAS 
-  (“Rasputin? means “debau- 
chee,” and he was given the 
name because of his violent mis- 

behavior! This is eighth in a 

lighthearted series on the history 

of Russia.) 

ALEXANDER the III reported as 
skipper in 1881, and I quote a 

summation of his 13 years’ rule: 

“As a whole his reign cannot be 

regarded as one of the eventful 

periods in Russian history.” 

Alexander had no use for things 
that were “just not Russian,” so 
he did-away with foreign languages, 
foreign teachers, and quite a large 
load of foreign trade. He perse- 
cuted the Jews (a pastime that 
seems perpetually popular with 
some who don purple) and, of 
course, became no favorite partner 
of Britain’s prime minister, Dis- 
raeli. 

In fact, Disraeli; one of the first 
Jewish people to hold such a post, 
had about as little use for Alex 
as he did for Gladstone, a fellow 
prime minister who won every 
other election from him. (This is 
straying from the subject, but one 
day Gladstone yelled, “Disraeli, 
you'll either end on the gallows or 
die of a horrible disease.” To which 
Disraeli replied, “That depends on 
whether I embrace your prinicples 
or your mistress.”’) 

After alienating Britain, Alex- 
ander shrewdly alienated France, 
Germany, and Turkey, although 
getting on the bad side of Turkey 
has always been one of Russia’s 
easiest diplomatic strokes. 

In 1891 he parlayed his skill into 
a gigantic famine that started the 
early peasant revolts, and until he 
died in 1894 he lived at Gatchina 
like a hermit, guarded by a cordon 
of secret police agents. His one ac- 
complishment was prolonging his 
life until he was 50, in his case a 
very difficult feat, most noteworthy 
because he succeeded over the pro 
tests of a of objecting axe

secure for Navy flight instructors,” 
etc., made him an easy mark for 
the first “healer” to come along 
guaranteeing to cure his son, The 
tsarevitch Alexis suffered from 
haemophilia (or his blood would 
not clot, according to the writers 
who pen the dictionaries that two- 
syllable folk like me have to use.) 

Nick’s worst point was his in- 
sistence that peasants must grovel 
or things are “just not cricket.” 
Well, in 1896, 30,000 of them grov- 
eled their way home and the first 
strike was on. Nick negotiated and 
gave them a two-bit form of repre- 
sentation. They nibbled on that 
crumb for a couple of years and 
then started heading for the bread- 
box. Of course Nick just gave them 
short spurts of “Real Kill” when 
they got warm and sent about 8500 
of them off to the cooler. (And that 
Russian cooler is the Living End). 
- He completed his Trans-Siberian 
railway (that thing has always been 
in a state of “more or less” com- 
pletion) and started chopping wood 
on the Yalu River. This Yalu River 
seems vaguely familiar as part of 
another high diplomatic chore, but 
before I stumble into the brush, 
let me mention that Japan took a 
dim view of this innocent gesture 
and having no sense of humor, they 
went to war. 

Now Nicholas, Alix, and Rasputin

GREAT is a word tossed around 
too loosely in jazz circles. 
There are few really great jazz 


musicians. A dozen maybe. Two 
dozen at the most. 


But no matter how small the 


number, pianist

Rey Eldridge 
must be included 
in any list of jazz 
greats. They _be- 


everyone __inter- 
ested in jazz, it 
is now possible to 
hear Tatum and ELDRIDGE 
Eldridge playing on a record. The 
record is a 12-inch LP (Clef MG 
C-679) containing eight selections. 
Bassman John Simmons and drum- 
mer Alvin Stoller team with Tatum 
and Eldridge on this side to form 
one of the best quartets ever re- 
corded. 

As exciting as Tatum’s solos rec- 
ords are, in a way his work is 
even more exciting here, as is fre- 
quently the case when he works 
with a good rhythm section. Te say 
that Tatum gets a beat is, perhaps, 
a cliche. But to those who think 
of Tatum only in terms of his 
fabulous two-handed technique it 
needs to be said again. 

Eldridge uses a mute on most 
of the tunes and fits in well with 
Tatum. On “The Moon Is Low” 
Roy plays a muted filugelhorn. 
Sounds okay, too. The good taste, 
drive and irrepressible jazz spirit 
that characterizes the Eldridge 
horn is apparent throughout the 
record 





Although one or two of the selec- 
tions de not seem as loose as they 
might have been, it is still some- 
what foolhardy to pick out any as 
the best. However, this reviewer 
particularly liked Night and Day, 
a tune seldom played by jazz musi- 
cians but one that can still be 
given fresh treatment as indicated 
here, I Surrender Dear, and a hap- 
py rollicking This Can’t Be Love. 
Others in the album are I Won't 
Dance,. In a Sentimental Mood, 
Moon Song (now there’s an old 
tune that should be played more 
often), You Took Advantage of 
Me and the aforementioned The 
Moon Is Low. 


PIANIST BARBARA CARROLL’S 
third i2inch LP for -RCA-Victor 
(LPM-1137) entitled You 
Met Miss Carroll? is a pleasant 





record that most everyone can 
enjoy. 

This column has praised Bar- 
bara’s piano playing as well-as her 
natural, charming manner on‘stage 
before. Suffice to say now: that 
here again she proves that men do 
net have the monopoly on jazz that 
many might think.

New Kipling 


Biography 
Is Published 


T HE LIFE OF RUDYARD KIP- 
LING, by: C. E. Carri 
Doubleday, N. Y. 433 pages. $5.50. 


Kipling’s reputation seems to-be 
rising again, after withstanding 
bitter attacks against his conserva- 
tive, imperialistic philosophy. This 
biography of Kipling was written 
by a man who obviously considers 
j 





subject a hero who was un- 


— maligned. 

While the book Is not bril- 
liantly written, the subject matter 
is interesting enough to make up 
for this. Kiplin was born in India, 
went home to England, went to 
work for an Indian newspaper 
when he was 16, and was a famous 
literary figure by the time he was 
23 years old. 

He went on to write beautiful 
stories and poetry, and some stuff 
that can’t be rated much higher 
- than mediocre. But whatever he 
wrote, he wrote with vigor and be- 
lief in his convictions. Despite the 
incompetence that he witnessed, he 
strongly supported the British 
army, even after his only son was 
killed in a poorly-run battle. 

The author has written a com- 
plete biography of the man. But 
he has not written a very good 
criticism of Kipling’s works.

As Lt. Gen. H. I. Hodes, Seventh 
Army commander, puts it: “The 
fighting quality of the individual 
soldier remains the most imper- 
tant factor in determining the com- 
bat effectiveness of any unit.” 
Push button warfare is not yet 
here — the best possible weapons, 
backed up by competent special- 
ists, must in turn back up well 
trained infantrymen. Only then 
can there be a feeling of security.

TO SEVENTH ARMY this*means 
training. And despite the recent 
peace offensive, Seventh Army is 
continuing its rugged training pro- 
gram which finds infantry and 
armor sperding more than 50 per- 
cent of the time training in the 
field, winter and summer. Prac- 
tice alerts and maneuvers are 
held for all Seventh Army soldiers 
throughout the year. Training is 
extensive end universal, from pri- 
vates to generals. 

Seventh Army’s specific mission 
is to maintain itself at peak com- 
bat efficiency to meet aggression 
in central and southern Germany. 
Greatest and most sensational_boost 
in the command’s capability for 
success in this mission was the 
arrival during the year of “Honest 
John” rocket batteries, “Corporal” 
guided missiles and 75mm “Sky- 
sweeper” AAA batteries. The “Hon- 
est John” and “Corporal” vastly 
strengthened the conimand’s atomic 
capah ities, which previously had 
rested solely on the 280mm can- 
non. 

New concepts for conditioning 
and training men have been assimi- 
lated into Seventh Army along 
with new atomic weapons, and this 
training responsibility rests square- 
ly on Seventh Army’s shoulders. 

Problems of mobility and disper- 
sion continually plague Army oper- 
ations chiefs who cannot stop when 
they have the solutions worked 
out on paper. Because Seventh 
Army, unlike army commands in 
the States, is a “ready command,” 
every new combat idea must be 
field-tested under combat condi- 

tions. 

This means maneuvers. Exer- 
cises. like the recent NATO 
“Corden Bleu,” most extensive 
maneuver in Europe since War 
II, give Seventh Army an op- 
portunity to observe the effec- 
tiveness of its separate units, 
corps and divisions. During 
the five-day problem Seventh 
Army units were forced to cope 
realistically. with simulated 
atomic blasts, unexpected “ag- 
gressor” thrusts and encircle-* 
ments plus the initial withdraw- 
al, holding action and counter- 
attack. 

Nor was the action limited to a 
small area. The “battlefield” 
stretched from Ravensburg in 
south Germany to Fulda in the 
north — 192 miles, with a front 
from 80 to 100. miles wide.

ANOTHER essential support 
unit is a transportation group, 
which travels 4% million miles 
yearly hauling Seventh Army’s 
“heaviest stuff” — from “Corporal” 
missites to rifle bullets. It main- 
tains hundreds of heavy duty 
trucks which work anywhere and 
everywhere in Germany. 

On hand to guarantee that these 
trucks get through in any emer- 
gency 1s the 11th Engr. Gp. Units 
of this group continually are throw- 
ing floating bridges across the 
Rhine in record time, bridging 
gaps, building roads and practicing 
demotition and mine detection. The 
engineers always are combat- 
ready, and often have to prove it 
by repelling realistic “aggressor” 
attacks. without delaying the proj- 
ect underway. 

With’ units spread out over 
Western Germany, the 160th Sig. 
Gp. has the. responsibility for see- 
ing that — no matter what hap- 
pens — a channel of signal com- 
munications is open. 

Ordnance, engineer maintenance 
and supply, quartermaster and 
medical support units also are at- 
tache’ to Seventh Army, each fill- 
ing a vital need.

AMONG the most unusual at- 
tached units is the 5th Loudspeak- 
er and Leaflet Co. Staffed with 
linguists, artists and writers; the 
5th L and L. has psychological 
warfare as its mission. In war- 
time this unit might save hun- 
dreds of lives by informing the 
enemy that their position is hope- 


less, or by skillfully demoralizing’ 


the enemy by exploiting the con- 
flicts, discomforts and dangers a 
foot-suldier faces in wartime. . 

As its peacetime mission the 
5th L. & L. uses its loudspeakers 
and leaflets to harrass Seventh 
Army troops on maneuvers, ac- 
quainting them with the amazing- 
ly effective technique U. S. soldiers 
might someday have to face.

WHEN Seventh Army celebrated 
its 12th birthday last July .10, it 
found itself grown to a combat 
team never before equalled in 
peacetime. It also found its role 
as a “Power for Peace” fully as 
significant as its record of rugged 
and successful fighting in War II. 

Seventh Army was born on the 


waves of the Mediterranean Sea | 


off Sicily in 1943 under the com- 
mand of Gen. George S. Patton, 
Jr. In 1944 it stormed across the 
beaches of southern France under 
the leadership of ‘Gen. Alexander 
M. Patch, blazing a trail into the 
heart of Germany. Before the 
guns were silent, Seventh Army 
had fough’ 260 days and_- battled 
more than 1000 miles. 

When the war was over in 1945, 
Seventh Army was inactive for five 
years. . Then on Nov. 24, 1950, it 
again was called: to duty — as a 
small and modest command under

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U.S. Pays $177 Million in War Claims 


WASHINGTON, — Some $177,- 
000,000 has been paid out to vet- 
erans, civilians and organizations 
that suffered at the hands of the 
Japanese Forces during World 
War II, the second semi-annual re- 
port of the Foreign Claims Settle- 
ment Commission to Congress re- 
vealed. 8 

In addition, the report showed 
the Commission has received 8685 
claims of servicemen held prisoner 
during the Korean War. Of these, 
690 have been allowed, but they 
were not paid as of last June 30, 
since funds were not available. 

Korean War POWs and civilian 
claims are paid out of appropri- 
ations from the Treasury. World 
War II claims are paid from funds 
obtained from sale of German and 
Japanese assets seized during the 
war. 

To date, $225,000,000 has been 
deposited in the fund. 

POW claims are paid to prison- 
ers who were not provided with 
the quantity or quality of food pro- 
vided for by the Geneva conven- 
tion, and to those forced to labor 
or treated inhumanely. 

Food claims are paid at the rate 
of $1 a day. Inhumane treatment 
claims are paid at the rate of $1.50 
a day. 

The Commission had received 
286,315 claims as of March 31, 1955, 
the termination date of the pro- 


“gram. Of these, 180,963 were al- 


lowed at a total cost of $49,849,209. 
Some 254,228 inhumane treat- 
ment claims were received, 180,656 
of which were allowed. Total cost 
of these claims was $73,301,771.

THE COMMISSION accepted 
9045 claims out of the 23,300 filed 
by civilians who were interned by 
Japanese forces or in hiding from 
them. Awards totaling $13,648,065 
had been paid as of the termination 
date, March 31, 1955.

$2,858,560.36 for providing for 
Americans held prisoner in the 
Islands.

Bill Asks No 
New Housing 


Till Old Filled 


WASHINGTON. — A Dill has 
been introduced in the Senate to 
prevent the services from building 
new Wherry or Capehart housing 
near a base until all other such 
housing in the area is filled. 

Specifically, the bill (S 2848) 
Says no personnel may be assigned 
to such housing if there are va; 
cancies in housing constructed 
earlier under the same act. This 
would stop the services from build- 
ing new housing if there are any 
vacant units in the area, since they 
could not occupy the new housing 
until the old units are filled. 

The bill was introduced by Sen. 
Johnston (D., S. C.) who said the 
goal of the bill will be to “save 
millions of dollars in taxpayers’ 
money that might otherwise be 
wasted through overbuilding of 
housing facilities and through fail- 
ure to rent housing units still mort- 
gaged.” 

He added the “logical way” to 
pay for this housing is to rent units 
in the order co The bill 
has been referred to the Banking 
and Currency Committee.
